It is generally believed that 
inventors are an unfortunate class 
of individuals who struggle through 
life surrounded by an unsur- 
mountable barrier of penury and 
misfortune. This, doubt less, islrue 
of many eases, but the obverse of 
the picture is gratifying and full of 
encouragement. Innumerable .in- 
stances could be given where com- 
paratively large fortunes have been 
made out of a simple article, which 
necessitated neither elabotate 
design nor great initial expenditure, 
and, when judged from a. strictly 
utilitarian point of view, did not 
possess any practical value. 

Some of the largest fortunes 
appear lo have heen derived from 
the invention of trivialities and 
novelties, such as Ihe once popular 
toy known as "Hanoiii". .limcrow," 
which for several years is said to 
have yielded its patentee an annual 
income of upward of 175.000. The 
sale of another toy — "John Gilpin" 

enriched ils lucky inventor lo the 
extent of 1100,000 a year as long S8 
it continued to enjoy the unexpected 
popularity that greeted it when fust 

I upon the market. Mr. 
Plimpton, Ihe inventor of the roller 
skate, made $1,000,000 out of his 
dea, and the gentleman who. first 
thought of placing a rubber lip at 
ihe end of laud pencils made quite 
1100,000 a year by means of his 
simple improvement. 

When Harry KenTTVdx introduced 
mo,. -lace he ma. 0,000, 

and ihe ordinary umbrella bene- 
fited six people by as much as $-10,- 
000,000. The Howard pale t for 
boiling sugar in racao proved a 
lucrative investment for tht» cap- 
italist*, who were able to re 
numerate the inventor on a 
colossal scale. It is estimated that 

his income averaged between I 
0H0 and 1*50,000 per annum. 
At lirsi Hio process proved an. 
entire failure and had to lie laid 
aside as useless. It was not until 
an old German workman casually 
made a suggestion for a possible 
improvement that il was once more 
tried. The suggestion was im- 
proved upon and Hie invention 
rendered successful. All s'ugar re- 
finers who used the new method 
allowed Mr. Howard a royalty of 

twenty-four cents par hundred 
weigh! on the raw material passing 
through the process. 

Sir Josiah Mason, the inventor of 
the improved steel pen, made an 
enormous fortune, and on his death 
English charities benefited by many 
millions of dollars. He was one 
of the most generous of men, and 
during Ins life gave enormous sums 
to hospitals and industrial schools. 
The patentee of the pen of shading 
in different colors derived a yearly 
income of about $200,000 from this 

ingenious contrivance It is stated 
that llie wooden ball with an elastic 
attached yielded over $8 

Many readers will remember 

a legal action which took place some 

ago. when in tlte couise of 

videnoe it transpired thai the 

inventor of ihe metal plates used 

for protecting the soles and heels of 

shoes from wear sold 18,000,000 

plates in 187$, and in 1881 the 

number reached a tolal of 148,000,- 

000, which realized profj 

000 for the year. 

Women seem also to possess the 

inventive faculty, and, indeed, they 

mnsi find plenty of scope for new 

ideas, as there are hundreds of little 

things wailing to lie superseded by 

simple appliances that will minimize 

handwork ami obviate the necessity 

of so much toil being daily expended 
in Ihe household The lady who in- 
vented the modern baity carriage 
enriched herself to the extent of 
000; and a young lady living al 
Poit Kl/,abelh, South Africa, 
devised the simple toilet requisite, 
known as the "Marx Anderson" 
curling iron, Irom whienshe (I. 
royalties amount iag to $500 a year 
It was the wife of a clergyman who 
nil an improvement for tlte 
cornel and made a fortune out of it 
Instances of ladies bringing forward 
Inventions which have added to 
ual comfort and general utility 
could be given od infinitum. They 
occupy all tanks of society, from 
llie poor sliuggling seainstn 
the Empress of France, who, by 

the Way, in vented a dress iniprovoi. 



which years ago developed into the 
then fashionable crinoline. The 
gimlet-pointed screw, the idea of a 
little girl, brought many millions of 
dollars to the clever inventor. Miss 
Knight, a young lady of exception- 
al talents, was gifted with wonder- 
ful mechanical (lowers, as will lie 
seen by the complicated mechanism 
of her machine for making paper 
bags. Wr- are told she refused 
$50,000 for it shortly after taking 

out the patent. 

The history of the wire-wound 
gun, which was invented by Mr. 

J Longihige, the famous engineer, 
throws some lighl on the im 
and apathy thai formerly enveloped 
the British War Office. I.oiigridge 
invented the gun in 1854, and did 
all in his power to place it before 
the authorities, but they would have 
nothing to do with if. Thirty years 
afterward, however, the Ordnance 

Department at Woolwich subjected 

one of the guns to exhaustive tests, 

and so satisfaetoiy were the results 
that they declared that nothing 
could etpial it for heavy ordnance 
Unfortunately, Hie inventor died 
from a broken heart before this end 
was attained. Another case illus 
(rating the treatment sometimes 
meted out to inventors by the Eng- 
lish War Office is thai of \)\- Oman 
Doyle, the popular author of 
"Sherlock Holmes," who recently 
discovered a way to insure approxi- 
mate accuracy in high an^le or 
dropping tide lire, the need of which 
■ Often liecn felt in the present 
warinthe Transvaal. The inven- 
tor stales t hal the apparatus would 
be lilted to ihe rifle and would weigh 
comparatively nothing, cost but a 
few cents, take up very little -pace, 
and Interfere in no way with the 
present sights. The novelist com 
municated with officials in London 

and received the following reply; 
" Willi reference to yui leltel 
concerning an appliance for adapt 
ing rifles to high-angle fire, 1 K u 
directed by the Secretary of State to 
inform you thai he will not trouble 
you in the math ; Dr. Doj le 

remarks, ihe invention might bo 

absolute rubbish or il might be 
epoch-making, but he has 
given no chance of cither explain- 
ing or illustrating it.

This 
parsimonious offer was, of course, 
refused, as Archer had spent con- 
siderably more than this on his 
various experimental machines. 

F.ventually the matter was placed 
before the Select Committee of the 
House of Commons, and the per- 
linaciotis inventor was awarded 

,000, which, considering his ap- 
paratus in a lew years saved the 
government many thousands of 
dollars, was not excessive.

Dr. Thomas Dunn Knclish, poet 
and author, died at his home, 57 
State Street, Newark, N. .1., April 
1st. lie had been ill since March

medicine from ihe University of 
Pennsylvania at Ihe age of twenty.

before Laura came to Boston, Dr

I wdl here give a rough sketch of 
the means which I contrived for 
her mental development.
